The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/550,893 on 
March 18, 2009. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 18, 2009 was filed after 
the mailing date of the non-final rejection on December 18, 2008. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record fails to 
show or render obvious the propulsion system control system as claimed, and particularly 
including wherein the SCU is operable to: acquire the signals emitted by the said sensor and 
estabhsh an instantaneous traction force, which the drive wheels will develop on the ground, 
corresponding to the instantaneous value of the force applied to the accelerator by a driver; and 
control the said actuator device in such a way that it tends to place the accelerator in a position

corresponding, according to a predetermined function, to the instantaneous value of the speed of 
the motor vehicle, and including the remaining structure and controls of claim 1.
